Interesting Coin of the Month 

1944 “Henning Nickel” 



This is a counterfeit nickel which supposedly was coined by Francis 
Henning to the extent of over 200,000 pieces. It isn’t talked about 
today as it once was, but when it appeared in the late 40’s in New 
Jersey and New York, it was quite a conversation item. As you will 
notice, it is a mimic of a 1944 nickel from Philadelphia, but the 
counterfeiter forgot one significant item. Nickels minted from 1942-45 
(there are two types in 1942) all carried a much larger mintmark above 
the dome of Monticello including a “P” for the Philadelphia mint but 
this nickel has no mintmark! Also, Mr. Henning’s nickels were made 
mostly of copper similar to the pre-war composition and not 35% silver. 
Before his capture by the Secret Service it is estimated that close to 
100,000 of his nickels reached circulation, only 10,000 were 
confiscated and just before his capture Mr. Henning supposedly 
dumped almost 100,000 of them into a nearby river. Occasionally one 
of the so-called ‘Henning Nickels’ still appears for sale. Some other 
dates struck by Henning are 1939, 1946, 1947 and 1953.

Checking for 
Varieties 

Many novices, youth, and even 
experienced coin collectors search 
forvarieties. Many double dies, 
cuds, and variousdie odditiesare 
discovered this way. Most never 
become mainstream orbecome 
listed in the Red Book but a few do. 
Lookatthe 'close' and 'wide' AM 
varieties shown at right. These have 
found their way into the Red Book 
and the 1999 has been given a 
value of $500. As everyone has 
hundredsorthousandsof pennies 
passthrough theirhandseach year 
the possibility exists that you may 
have spent one of these. Why, 
because even though some 
continue to lookforthese varieties 
most do not and with billionsof 
pennies minted there are most 
definitely some out there as of yet 
undiscovered. Why not take a look 
atyourchange oryourparents 
change. Who knows what you may 
find. It may not be a AM variety but 
you may find something completely 
new to numismatics. 



Pictured above are images of the 'Close AM' and 'Wide 
AM' Lincoln Cents. Die image atleltisthe 'close' veision 
while the right hand image isthe 'wide' veision. The 
'Red Book' lists these varieties for multiple dates. (1992, 
1996,1998,1999, and 2000) Values for only the 'Wide 
AM'are given for 1999 and 2000. The 1999 carries a 
value of $500 in MS-65. Itiscunently accepted thatthe 
'Wide AM' varieties were a result of using left over Proof 
Dies to strike c ire ulation strikes.

The general diagnostic for non-proof 1877 Indians is 
the weakness in the center of the reverse, most nota¬ 
ble on the N in One. This can also manifest on the N 
in CENT. Additionally the shape of the 7’s in the date 
should be identical. Some examples may have weak 
denticles on the obverse from 10:00 to 1:00. Proof 
pieces will have strong N’s and very rarely a circula¬ 
tion strike may have stronger N's.

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Feature Article - 1917 Proof Coins 


I have alwaysbeen fascinated by coinsand stories of coins which have mystery surrounding them. To 
say the least, proof coinsorsupposedly proof coinsof 1917 are nearthe top of the list. "The ‘Red Book' 
lists, but assigns no value to proof cents and nickels of 1917 and also mentions specimen strikingsof 1917 
quarters No grading service ha sever certified a proof coin from thisdate, thusthe debate goeson. I 
have also searched extensively for any high resolution colorpicture of a coin dated 1917 with claims to 
being a proof, to no avail. "There are even reportsof a single 5-coin 1917 proof set which wascreated 
but again, rumorafterrumorexists. Walter Breen even commented on this proof set and mentioned Ira 
Reed, a well-connected Philadelphia coin dealerasbeing the owner. Iswasreportedly sold to a 
private collector in 1942 by Ira Reed, resurfaced in 1976 when it was purchased by dealerj oel Rettew 
from the collection of Reed Hawn. Walter was actually reported to have seen the proof cent and nickel 
but not the other denominations It should be duly noted that some of Walter's observations have in 
lateryearsbeen questioned ordownright dismissed, so again the debate continues. 

So here iswhat I have found. 


ftoof Cents of 1917 - None authenticated orreported otherthanthe possibility of the existence of the 
above mentioned proof set. Listed in the Red Book with no value given 

ftoofNickelsof 1917 - None authenticated. WalterBreen reported to have seen asmany as6or7 
exampleswhich he documented to be authentic. Also listed in the Red Book but without valuation. 

Proof Dimes of 1917 - None authenticated orreported seen, (again with the exception of the reported 
proof set.) "There does exist in the Smithsonian a single proof 1916 Mercury Dime which by itself is quite 
remarkable. 

ftoof or Specimen Quarters of 1917 - Aaa in. the Red Book mentions the possibility of Specimen 
examples existing but none are currently traced orknown. "The yearl917 in regard to quarterswasan 
exceptional year. "The design waschanged early in the yearfrom the 1916 design and there were 
reported several different creationsof alternate designs Most of these are known only in non-metallic 
model stages but there is the possibility that some ofthese designswere actually struckin proofformat 
aspattemsortrials. None howevermatch the design adopted, therefore, otherthan the suspicious 
proof set no proofs a re known to exist. 

Rpof Half Dollars of 1917 - I have read orseen virtually nothing regarding the existence of a proof 1917 
half dollar. "The only comment regarding this would be again the suspicious proof set of 1917 which is 
currently nottraced, its whereabouts known, and even itsexistence and authenticity in question. 

So the bottom line in regard to proof coinage of 1917 is certainly in doubt. Does any example exist oris 
there a proof set? Only time will tell if a remarkable coin from 1917 which isa proof will emerge from 
hiding, orwillthey remain a mystery forever. 

If anyone hasadditional information, orpossibly a picture of a coin claiming to be a proof, I would very 
much like to talk to you a bout it. 


Personally, I believe that there does exist a proof coin or coins from 1917. But for now, there is no 
example which will confirm my belief. What do you think?
